Pounds Ten Shillings, payable yearly at Martinmas and Pentecoſt,

And whereas Diſputes have ariſen concerning the Nature and 
Quantity of the ſaid Tythes, which the ſaid Dean and Chapter, 
and Curate, and alſo the Proprietors of the Lands, liable to pay

to Two hundred and Sixty-ſeven Buſhels, One. Peck, One Quart, 
One Pint, and One Quarter of a Pint of Wheat, Wincheſter Mea- 
ſure, according to the Prices of the faid Grain, as ſettled by the 
Grand. Jury of the faid County at their Micbaelmas Seſſions, in 
each reſpective Year, and in caſe the Price of the faid Grain ſhould 
not be ſettled by the Grand Jury, at their faid Michaelmas Seſſions, 
in any Year, then it ſhall be the ſame Quantity of good merchant- 
able Wheat in kind, or ſuch Sum of Money as ſhall appear to be 
the average Price of the ſaid Quantity of Wheat at Carliſſe, Penrith and 
Cockermouth, and ſhall be ſo deemed or ſettled by the Arbitrators for 
the Time being, the Market-day, immediately following the faid Mi- 


chaelmas Seſſions, at the Option of the-Curate of the ſaid Pariſh for the 


Time being, which ſaid Sum or Compoſition for Tyches ſhall be paid 
to the ſaid Thomas Denton, and his Succeſſors, Curates as aforeſaid,

hereunto annexed is aſcertained, and to be payable and be paid by 
them reſpectively, to ſuch Perſon or Perſons, as ſhall by the ſaid 
Arbitrators, or any Two of them, be named and appointed in and 
by the ſaid Rate or Rates, and in caſe any Perſon or Perſons 
chargeable with, or contributing to ſuch Charges or Expences by 
virtue of this Act, ſhall negle& or refuſe to pay his, her, or their 
Share or Proportion of the ſaid Charges or Expences, to be ſpe- 
cified and fixed in and by the ſaid Rate or Rates, to the Per- 
ſon or Perſons to whom the ſame ſhall be appointed to be paid 
in Manner aforeſaid, within Thirty Days after Demand made there- 
of, then the ſaid Arbitrators, or any Two of them, ſhall and may, 
and they are hereby impowered and required, by Warrant under 
their Hands and Seals, to cauſe the ſame from time to time, to 
be levied by Diſtreſs and Sale of the Goods and Chattels of the 
Perſon or Perſons neglecting or refuſing to pay the ſame, render- 
.ing the Overplus (if any) on Demand, to the Owner or Owners 
of ſuch Goods and Chattels, after deduQting the Coſts and Charges 
of taking or making ſuch Diſtreſs and Sale, or otherwiſe it ſhall 
and may be lawful to and for the ſaid Arbitrators, or any Two
